But 
to pals by thoſe uncertain fiories 
which may admit diſpute, we have 
to this day the Geymane Triers, a City 
ſtanding from the time of Abraham, 
and bears as yet the marks both of the 
Art and ambition of the Babylonians- 
ASit here they ſtrove to reach Eter- 
nity,as they did before in the plain of 
Shinayto top Hcaven it {clf. 

But however, What-ever part of 
the World was firſt famous, Exrope 
ſoon got the ſtart, and cook the Scep- 
ter of the Earth into her hand 
ſhe had the name with Plixy, of Orbis 
Domitorum genetrix : and well ſhe 
might if we but read her ſtory ſince 
firſt ſhe came in view.
